Basis of Presentation and Principles of Consolidation

The consolidated financial statements have been prepared in conformity with accounting principles generally

accepted in the United States of America GAAP

The consolidated financial statements include the accounts of the Company and its wholly-owned inactive subsidiary

All significant intercompany balances and transactions have been eliminated in consolidation

Cash and Cash Equivalents

The Company considers U.S treasury bills or certificates of deposit with short-term maturities and money market

accounts to be cash equivalents

The availability of valuation techniques and observable inputs can vary from security to security and is affected by
wide variety of factors including the type of security whether the security is new and not yet established in the

marketplace and other characteristics particular to the transaction To the extent that valuation is based on
models or inputs that are less observable or unobservable in the market the determination of fair value requires

more judgment Those estimated values do not necessarily represent the amounts that may be ultimately realized

Company has the ability to redeem its investment at the reported net asset valuation as of the measurement date
the investment is generally included in Level of the fair value hierarchy If the Company does not know when it

will have the ability to redeem the investment or it does not have the ability to redeem its investment in the near

term the investment is included in Level of the fair value hierarchy

Use of Estimates

The preparation of consolidated financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in

the United States of America requires the Companys management to make estimates and assumptions that affect

the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the

consolidated financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period
Actual results could differ from those estimates

Translation of Foreign Currency

The Company adheres to the accounting and reporting requirements in accordance with GAAP relating to Foreign

Currency Translation The Companys functional
currency is the United States dollar Assets and liabilities

denominated in nonfunctional currencies are translated into U.S dollar amounts at the year end exchange rate

Purchases and sales of investments and income and expenses that are denominated in nonfunctional currencies are

translated into U.S dollar amounts on the transaction date Adjustments arising from currency translation are

reflected in the consolidated statement of operations

The Company does not isolate that portion of the results of operations resulting from changes in foreign exchange
rates on investments from the fluctuations arising from changes in market prices of securities held Such fluctuations

are included with the net trading and investment income in the consolidated statement of operations

Income Taxes

The Company follows an asset and liability approach to financial accounting and reporting for income taxes

Deferred income tax assets and liabilities are computed for differences between the financial statement and tax

bases of assets and liabilities that will result in taxable or deductible amounts in the future based on the enacted tax

laws and rates applicable to the periods in which the differences are expected to affect taxable income Valuation

allowances are established when necessary to reduce the deferred income tax assets to the amount expected to be

realized

The determination of the Companys provision for income taxes requires significant judgment the use of

estimates and the interpretation and application of complex tax laws Significant judgment is required in

assessing the timing and amounts of deductible and taxable items and the probability of sustaining uncertain tax

positions The benefits of uncertain tax positions are recorded in the Companys consolidated financial statements

only after determining more-likely-than-not probability that the uncertain tax positions will withstand challenge if

any from tax authorities When facts and circumstances change the Company reassesses these probabilities

and records any changes in the consolidated financial statements as appropriate Accrued interest and penalties

related to income tax matters are classified as component of income tax expense
